In response to the Office Action mailed October 1, 2002 in the above referenced 
patent application, kindly consider the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection of claims 1-17 under 35 USC 103(a) 
as unpatentabe over Wasserman '297 at least for the following reasons. Wasserman 
merely dicloses copolymers of L(-) Lactide and Glycolide (see e.g. column 2 lines 49-50) 
initiated by stannous octoate (see e.g. col. 2, lines 33-46 and column 10, lines 33-39). 
However, nowhere does Wasserman '297 disclose or suggest a composition of matter 
including a batch of copolymer containing repeating units of glycolide and lactide 
wherein the standard deviation in inherent viscosity measurement from 10 or more 
random samples selected from with the batch is about 0.05 or less, as is presently 
claimed.
